The Sixty-First Annual Meeting 


More than 50 years ago my Indian ponies 
and I traveled down from Jet to Oklahoma 
City for an early meeting of the State Medi- 
cal Association. They needed new belly 
bands and I needed a brain dusting. Al- 
though the trip was hard and time consum- 
ing, we couldn’t afford to miss it. 

The scientific program was simple, brief, 
and fairly adequate considering the time and 
place. There was no fanfare, no loudspeaker, 
no radio, no television and no fancy touches, 
but the program was loaded with the ex- 
periences of plain country doctors, practical 
reports by aspiring town surgeons, and 
other methods of treatment. It seemed fairly 
adequate for that day. 

Medical practice had added impiricism to 
magic and it had become at least impirico- 
rational. The meetings of these hard, early 
days prepared the way for organized medi- 
cine and modern medical science. 

The 61st meeting will convene in Okla- 
homa City May 10-11-12. Time, conditions, 
and people have changed. There’ll be no 
ponies ; no belly bands, unless for some mem- 
bers of the profession. The need for brain 
dusting may be just as real but less obvious 
because of the superficial gloss that comes 
through improved, but time consuming, com- 
munications. The needs of physicians are 
much greater now than when I came down 
so many years ago. But the knowledge re- 
quired to meet current needs is more nearly 
adequate and more readily available than 
ever before. Every physician in the state 
should be here to receive it. 

Fifty years ago transportation was slow 
and difficult. Now it is easy and swift. 
Then the people were satisfied with their 
doctors and thankful for medical care. There 
were no grievance committees and malprac- 
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tice suits were rare. Today many of the 
people are restless, exacting, and often dis- 
trustful. Some of them mistake Reader’s 
Digest, medical indigestion for medical 
knowledge and often became unduly con- 
cerned and reach false conclusions. They 
need more guidance than ever before. Al- 
though “a little learning is a dangerous 
thing,” they are well enough informed to 
know that physicians must attend medical 
meetings if they are to be professionally 
competent and thus worthy of individual 
and community confidence. 

It is obvious that the physician of today 
cannot afford to miss the Annual Meeting 
of his State Medical Association. In contrast 
to the meeting of 50 years ago, the approach- 
ing session in Oklahoma City offers two 
and one-half days of intensive scientific pres- 
entations and discussions. Communications 
will be facilitated by the most approved 
methods. Each day television will bring 
surgical and clinical procedures within 
reach of all in attendance. 

Ten carefully picked guest speakers from 
all points of the compass will bring up to 
the minute applied medical knowledge from 
various schools of thought and different sec- 
tions of the country. 

The sessions should be most stimulating 
and provocative of much origina] thought 
and the individual take for home consump- 
tion should amply compensate for loss of 
time and money. 

This year the Council and the House of 
Delegates have much important business on 
their respective agendas. Those entrusted 
with official duties must come early and be 
prepared for serious deliberations. 

This should be the most significant and 
the best attended meeting in 60 years.
